P assengers are being asked 
for their views on how 
to improve the capital’s 
worst Tube station. 
Transport for London has begun 
a consultation into a potential 
upgrade at Bank. 

The public have until November 
8 to voice their opinions on the 
works for the six-line link, which 
includes the DLR. A number of 
changes are proposed by TfL to 
offer more space, better acces¬ 
sibility and quicker evacuation 
routes at the station. 

The plans also include a new exit 
at Cannon Street, step-free access 
from the DLR to the Northern line, 
more lifts and escalators, and a 
moving underground walkway. 

David Waboso, London Under¬ 
ground’s capital programmes 
director, said: “Bank is a key inter¬ 
change for our customers and it’s 
vital that we keep pace with the 
increase in demand we’re seeing 
now and in the future. 

We’ve adopted a new innovative 


approach to developing the Bank 
proposals, which has allowed us to 
incorporate innovations through 
market competition. 

“Now we want our customers’ 
views on our plans so that we 
create a modern Tube interchange 
that works for Londoners.” 

This is the third consultation on 
upgrading Bank in as many years. 

TfL awarded a contract for the 
upgrade to Dragados SA in July 
this year. Works should start in 
2016 and be completed in 2021 if 
the Government gives the project 
the go-ahead.

Green says plans 
put the profits of

A leading figure in the Green 
Party has promised to 
scupper plans for east 
London river crossings 
and said politicians in support of 
them were sacrificing health for 
small economic benefit. 

Darren Johnson, who is also 
the chair of the London Assembly, 
hosted a meeting of academics 
and environmentalists against the 
proposed Silvertown Tunnel and 
the Gallions Reach crossings last 
week. 

The links have the backing of 
a number of east London politi¬ 
cians including Tower Hamlets and 
Greenwich MP’s Jim Fitzpatrick and 
Nick Raynsford, as well as London 
Assembly Member for City and East 
John Biggs, claiming it would boost 
London’s economy. 

Councils from both sides of the 
river are also calling for crossings to

be built and, under the instruction of 
the Mayor of London Boris Johnson, 
TfL has already held a consultation 
into the plans. 

But speaking to The Wharf Darren 
Johnson said he would do all he 
could to make sure the crossings 
never materialise. 


Why are you against 
crossing proposals? 

"These people are prepared 
to sacrifice air quality for 
economic benefit. There's 
no evidence more roads 
equate to more jobs." 



‘These people are prepared to 
sacrifice air quality and the right to 
clean air for economic benefit for the 
few,” he said. 

“Obviously we need to create 
jobs and opportunities but not by 
building more roads. And there’s no 
evidence that more roads equate to 
more jobs. 

“We worked to scupper the original 
Thames Gateway bridge and secured 
funding for the case against that at 
the public inquiry. 

“We fought off Ken Livingstone’s 
road building schemes and we’re 
going to fight off Boris Johnson’s 
road building schemes as well.” 

Speakers at the meeting at City 
Hall said the money should be 
put towards cycle and pedestrian 
crossings, such as more ferries. 

Transport consultant John Elliott 
said: “London has an unmeetable 
demand for traffic. We’ve got to 
encourage people to use other forms 
of transport.”

Island man is 
convicted of 
knife murder 

A JURY at the Old Bailey has found a 
grandfather guilty of stabbing to death 
a 20-year-old man in a residential 
street on the Isle of Dogs. 

Shofique Uddin, 51, pictured, 
murdered Sultan Ahmed in Larson 
Walk on May 30 last year. The attack 
came after an argument with Uddin’s 
neighbours about dirty water seeping 
into his garden. 

Sultan was stabbed with the knife 
through his left lung and heart and 
died at the scene. 

The court had 
heard about a 
confrontation 
earlier that day 
in which a son of 
Uddin verbally 
abused a woman 
next door over 
the water coming into their property 
from carpets being washed. 

Later a group, made up of family 
members from the neighbouring 
house and their friends, knocked on 
Uddin’s door to confront the son. 

It soon became heated and Uddin 
was seen waving a knife wildly before 
stabbing Sultan. 

Uddin’s wife, Gulbahar Begum, 
also 51, was acquitted of two counts 
of grievous bodily harm, while the 
couple’s daughter Rahela Begum, 27, 
was cleared of actual bodily harm.

Wharfers take

D espite bags stuffed 
with sweet treats, 
decks of cards and 
board games a trio 
of Wharfers found a charity 
challenge on the waters of 
West India Quay wasn’t all 
plain sailing. 

The team from KPMG - 
comprising Vincent Neate, 
James Holley and Priyan 
Patel - spent 24 hours on an 
inflatable life raft to clock up 
cash for Sail 4 Cancer. 

For 45-year-old Vincent, 
partner in charge of sustain¬ 
ability practice at KPMG, 
swapping his Canada Square 
desk for a stint inside the 
“tiny” emergency craft was 
close to his heart after his 


sister Milly died from cancer 
six years ago. 

He said: “I quite like doing 
mad things and I had never 
done anything for a cancer 
charity, so I felt it was a good 
thing to do. 

“I feel pleased I did 
something in my sister’s 
memory. With these things, 
you always end up thinking 
this is nothing compared to 
someone either having cancer 
or having to care for people 
with cancer - it was a very, 
very small sacrifice to make.” 

The gesture may have been 
small, but it was far from 
comfortable. Just 10 minutes 
into their day-long stint, 
running from noon on Friday, 
water on the floor sparked 
debate as to whether conden¬ 
sation had crept in or their 
craft had sprung a leak. 

Vincent said: “There was 
just enough room for three of 
us to lie down - it’s designed 
to hold eight but that would 
have been a nightmare. 

“It’s a tiny area and you’re 
literally an inch from the 
water beneath you. It was 


OK - until the water started 
coming in. We had been in 
there five hours when we did 
the first proper bail out. 

“We did it again at 9pm but 
unfortunately we dozed off 
and woke up at 6am in three 
inches of water - really bad. 

“It was very, very cold. We 
were wearing all the clothes 
we had and they were wet, so 
we spent the next six hours in 
wet clothes. 

“You’d be surprised, given 
how clean Canary Wharf is, 
that the water was smelly.” 

And despite the decks of 
cards and games on-hand 
for entertainment, a good

chat over some hearty grub 
including tasty pain au 
chocolat and fruit saw the 
Wharfers pass the time.

“You don’t think for the 
whole 24 hours, you just sit 
there and wait,” said the keen 
sailor.

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Armed robber gets 
four-year jail term

A MECHANIC who held up a 
Newham off-licence with an 
imitation handgun, taking 
a bottle of brandy and a 
packet of cigarettes, has 
been jailed for four years. 

Giedrius Skliaudys, 30, 
had earlier been turned 
away from the Lucky Food 
and Wine shop in Plashet 
Grove as he had no money. 

Skliaudys, of 
Lansdown Road, 

E7, was ejected 
from the shop as 
he tried to buy 
wine at 11pm 
on March 31 this 
year. Minutes 
later he returned 
and tried to grab 
two bottles of 
beer and, in a scuffle, a shop 
assistant was hit on the back 
of the head by an unknown 
man. 

But Skliaudys returned 
for a third time an hour 
later with what looked like 
a handgun. He spent 25 
minutes tormenting the 
shop assistants and told 
them: "I can kill anyone. I 
will only do five years." 

Staff gave the robber the 
brandy and cigarettes and 
he left. Meanwhile, labourer 


Nerijus Rutkahskas, 28, also 
of Lansdown Road, was 
outside acting as a look-out. 

His behaviour raised the 
suspicions of a minicab 
driver who called police and 
followed the pair as they 
made off along Katherine 
Road. The men were soon 
arrested. The goods and a 
loaded air pistol were found 
nearby. 

Skliaudys was sentenced 
at Inner London Crown 
Court to four 
years on Monday 
after pleading 
guilty to robbery, 
possession of an 
imitation firearm 
and theft. 

Rutkahskas was 
given two and 
a half years in 
prison after being 
found guilty of possessing 
of an imitation firearm. He 
was cleared of assault and 
robbery charges. 

Detective constable 
David Spraggett, of the 
Met's Flying Squad, said: 
"Skliaudys terrified three 
men over the course of two 
hours. He was bent on the 
power of brandishing what 
appeared to be a genuine 
handgun, instilling fear 
in these men who were 
frightened for their lives." 



Legacy worries laid 
to rest by officials 


LLDC says concerns 
not merited as it shifts 
plans in favour of 
commercial interests

C oncerns the London 2012 legacy 
may not be benefiting the East 
End’s existing communities have 
been batted back by its caretakers. 
Paul Brickell and Neale Coleman of 
the London Legacy Development Corpo¬ 
ration (LLDC), ansewered questions from 
members of the London Assembly’s Regen¬ 
eration Committee on Tuesday. 

Assembly Member for City and East 
John Biggs said he felt there was too much 
emphasis on the Olympic Park and “very 
underwhelmingly on the wider integration 
with communities”. He also suggested 
Stratford residents saw homes at the 
former Olympic Village as unaffordable. 

But Neale, deputy chairman of the LLDC, 
said: “Most of our energy has been focussed 
on building regeneration issues. There’s 
always a very difficult balance between 
creating new opportunities and the inevi-

table increase in land value and making 
sure you’re not leaving existing people in 
the area behind.” 

He said 100,000 people had visited 
the Olympic Park in September and 
that statistics showed 41 per cent of the 
workforce on-site had come from the host 
boroughs. He added the re-opening of the 
Copper Box had generated 60 new jobs - 
with 90 per cent going to people in the 
locality. 

He maintained LLDC was “very, very 


conscious of issues around affordability” 
and putting homes within reach of existing 
residents. 

He said half of the affordable housing 
at the Olympic Village was at target rents 
and “well within” the grasp of low income 
groups and added that LLDC had a site-wide 
target to offer 35 per cent affordable 
housing and a minimum requirement of 
20 per cent. 

Although housing schemes are in place 
at Chobham Manor and proposed for the 
west side of the park, which will bring 
1,600-homes to the market six years earlier 
than initially planned - now in 2023 - the 
picture is changing. 

Other vacant land in Newham origi¬ 
nally earmarked for housing south of the 
Orbit, near Pudding Mill Lane and by the 
Stratford waterfront could now make way 
for an economic element. 

‘The penny dropped that business was 
very interested in this part of town,” said 
Paul, executive director of regeneration 
and community partnerships. 

“In a sense, we are realising with this a 
long-held ambition to generate as many 
jobs as possible. 

“And we are saying to kids this is a part 
of London that is changing, these are the 
kind of careers that are arriving and these 
are careers you can aspire to.”

lawyers, you make things right. 
You do the penance. 

Because you know what's right 
and what's wrong.

Woman hit 
victim simply 
for wearing

A 46-YEAR-OLD woman who 
repeatedly punched a Somalian 
wearing a burka in a racist attack 
has been fined and ordered to pay 
compensation. 

Tracy Davies, 46, of Charlton Lane 
in SE7, had pleaded not guilty to the 
assault on the 55-year-old woman in 
Woolwich town centre five weeks 
after the murder of Lee Rigby. 

Bexley Magistrates Court heard that 
on June 29, the victim was shopping 
with her daughter when Davies 
shouted racist remarks. She then 
punched her a number of times. 

Supt Parm Sandhu, in charge of 
Greenwich Safer Neighbourhoods, 
said: “Davies’ racist and repugnant 
remarks were simply triggered by 
seeing a woman in a burka. 

“June was a sensitive time - this 
attack was completely unprovoked 
and the result of sheer bigotry. 

‘Those who were shopping came 
to the rescue and assisted police. We 
thank them for their assistance.” 

Soldier Lee Rigby was killed in 
Woolwich Town Centre on May 22. 
Two men have been charged with 
murder. 

Davies was ordered to pay a £150 
fine, £100 in compensation and £105 
costs.

Figure is another 
blow to legacy hopes 
- and waiting lists

T ower Hamlets has been 
guaranteed just 27 of nearly 
1,400 affordable and social 
rented homes in the former 
Olympic Village - despite being a 
host borough with thousands on its 
housing waiting list. 

Isle of Dogs councillor Zara Davis 
uncovered the figures and said it put a 
question mark over any Games legacy 
for the east London borough. 

The Conservative said: ‘There are 
many thousands of people on our 
housing waiting list. As one of five 
Olympic host boroughs, it’s not unrea¬ 
sonable to expect Tower Hamlets 
to benefit substantially from the 
conversion of the former athlete’s 
village into housing. 

“I was shocked to find that in fact 
we will be receiving less than 30 new 
homes. 


“Residents were promised a tangible 
legacy that benefits our community 
for years to come.” 

The Olympic Village is being 
converted for use by Londoners and 
has become East Village. 

In total there are 2,800 new homes, 
with around 1,300 of them being social 
and affordable. 

Triathlon Homes, which is 
responsible for the social rented 
and affordable housing part of the 


Athlete’s Village, said the figures came 
from a pre-existing agreement it had 
no control over. 

It added the 27 figure only accounted 
for 675 social rented properties, with 
the other 704 being affordable where 
priority would be given to anyone in 
east London who fits the criteria. 

A spokeswoman for Triathlon said: 
“As the borough where the homes are 
based, Newham received almost half 
of the 675 social rented homes. 

“The remainder are for Tower 
Hamlets and other host boroughs, 
the Greater London Authority, and 
Triathlon Homes itself will allocate a 
number to help alleviate local housing 
need. 

“This was decided through an 
arrangement that’s in place for all 
Homes and Communities Agency 
funded homes in east London. 

“Residents in Tower Hamlets and 
across all east London boroughs are 
also prioritised for the 704 shared- 
ownership and intermediate rent 
homes, which will enable eligible 
people on a range of incomes to live in 
a high quality home at East Village.” 

Tower Hamlets will receive as many 
social rented homes as the other three 
host boroughs. Newham will get 348 
of the homes. 

The disparity is the latest disap¬ 
pointment for Tower Hamlets in 
relation to the Olympic Games legacy. 

During last year’s event it failed 
to host any sports, with the route of 
the Olympic marathon even being 
changed to take it away from the East 
End. 

The walking race and the basketball 
were also relocated away from Tower 
Hamlets.

A CHARITY whose enthusiastic 
approach to inspiring youngsters 
has seeped into some of the Wharfs 
biggest companies has secured a top 
European award.

‘They are being role models 
themselves now. Before, they didn’t 
see positive role models around and 
they didn’t have the connections in 
their families. 

“One guy did an internship at 
Thomson Reuters in law when he was 
15 and he’s now 21 and doing law at 
university. 

“I find it nice when a young person 
gets a mentor and they are inspired by 
the career the mentors are in.”

the most ridiculous thing she comes 
out with today, but she at least stops 
halfway through to laugh. 

Alive took five weeks to write, 
spread over a year to accommodate 
her other commitments - a tough 
schedule that meant she postponed 
her original 02 dates in March. 

As with her first album Who You Are 
she called up a host of big names to 
help co-write and produce the songs, 
none bigger than Rodney Jerkins, 
who’s worked with the likes of Michael 
Jackson, Whitney Houston, Jennifer 
Lopez and Britney Spears. 

Trust is a big issue for Jessie. All 
producers and co-writers were 
people she’d worked with before, 
or close friends and colleagues of 
previous collaborators. 

“I spoke to my dad about this. 

He’s a social worker and knows a 
lot about therapy,” she says. “He 
says if you open your heart to 
people you’ve never met, you 
have to make sure to close it 


back up before you leave... Don’t just 
talk to anyone.” 

In her view she treads a fine line 
on Alive between being truthful and 
holding something back for herself. 

It’s best demonstrated by the new 
song I Miss Her, one of the album’s big 
i ballads. 

“It’s someone in the family, but I 

don’t want to name them because 
w it’s a privacy thing,” says Jessie. 
‘This someone is very close to me and 
very ill, and isn’t them any more. So 
she’s here, but she isn’t her.” 

She reckons it was the hardest track 
she’s ever written, difficult to record 
because of the emotional content and 
difficult to talk about too. 

“I didn’t really want to record it, 
because I know that as soon as I record 
something, people want to know all 
about it. And I don’t want everyone 
to know about this because when this 
person does pass away, I don’t want 
loads of strangers asking if I’m OK. I 
don’t want sympathy from people I’ve 
never met.” 

One song she’s happy to explain is 
recent single It’s My Party, which is 
directed at her Twitter trolls. 

“I wish it was more interesting,” says 
the singer. “I was in the studio one day 
and looked on Twitter and there were 


all these messages coming in, like ‘I 
hate you’, 1 want to kill you’, or ‘You’re 
ugly’, and I just thought about how 
negative people are. Get a hobby, or a 
job or some friends, or something. 

“There are always people telling me 
stuff like that, or Why don’t you wear 
red lipstick any more’, or Why did you 
cut your hair?’ But I’ll do what I want. 
It’s my party. 

“Considering these people hate me, 
their whole Twitter feeds are filled up 
with me. Grow up!” 

nd then there’s The Voice. 
Jessie, along with The 
Script’s Danny O’Donoghue, 
I announced that she won’t be 
returning for a third series of the BBC 
singing contest. 

“I won’t miss it,” she says. “Not in a 
bad way, just that it’s time for someone 
else to have a go. I will still go back and 
see them, but I can’t sit there telling 
singers that I’m a successful artist if 
I’m available to film a TV series for 
half the year. 

“It’s easily the biggest break I’ve 
had, and so many more people who 
wouldn’t know my music now know 
who I am. It worked perfectly.”

L ooking to put a spring in your exercise 
step this Autumn? You could do a whole 
lot worse than boxing. I caught up with 
Olympic boxing gold medallist and Vir¬ 
gin Active ambassador Nicola Adams to talk 
about a new class coming to the Canary River¬ 
side Club: 

■ What's the Punch class like?

Gaucho's chocolate menu 


London-wide 

W ith news breaking this 
week that chocolate 
prices are due to soar 
by a third in the run up to 
Christmas, there's no better time 
to indulge in a fix of the brown 
stuff. 

Conveniently, it's National 
Chocolate week from Monday, a 
marketing gimmick I'd normally 
ignore. 

But if you're going to be 
sucked into something, it may as 
well be the pitch black, 99 per 
cent cocoa, Gaucho that does the 
sucking. 

Available across the chain from 
October 14-21, its chocolate and 
Malbec menu has been created 
in celebration of these two South 
American titans. 

For £65 you get three courses 
backed with the brown stuff. 
Braised beef cheeks with lamb 
sweetbread popcorn on a bed 
of corn and covered in chocolate 
jus are followed by slow cooked 



Braised beef cheeks 

pork belly, white chocolate and 
vanilla mashed potato and a 
chocolate and chilli matambe 
before white chocolate mousse 
with milk chocolate crumble. 

The first course is the winner 
in the savoury stakes, overshad¬ 
owing the sickly white mash of 
the main, but neither sit very 
comfortably with their Malbec. 

Fortunately the dessert is 
an able partner for a sweet, 
port-like Zuccardi Malbec and 
the quality of the cooking, as 
ever at Gaucho, make this worth 
a look. 

If you don't fancy a whole 
meal (although the chocolate 
is mostly light-touch) Malbec 
and chocolate tastings are also 
available in Piccadilly for £30.

W e’re packed round the mez¬ 
zanine’s extremity, some 
squeezed into leather arm¬ 
chairs; others standing.

A not-so-small saloon and a 
very hot hatch are the latest 
additions to the Audi line-up. 
Both the new A3 saloon and 
the S3 hatchback sit on the acclaimed 
MQB modular platform and in the 
case of the saloon it has produced 
remarkable results. 

It is the 30th completely new model 
Audi has launched in the past 12 years 
and it finds itself in a niche of its own. 
Priced from £24,275, the A3 saloon is 
alone in the compact premium sector 
as a car with a boot. 

The market is dominated by hatch¬ 
backs and all that comes close to the 
new Audi are coupes from Mercedes 
and BMW and the slightly larger 
Volvo S60. But 40 years ago saloons 
were the in thing and in a good old 
fashioned way the new A3 is a breath 
of fresh air. 

In terms of price it sits below the A4 
saloon and when it comes to general 
handling it’s a step ahead. 


It looks smart and sleek, well 
proportioned and inside - as with all 
versions of the A3 - it’s nicely decked 
out. The saloon is some six inches 
longer than the A3 hatchback but 
lower and the boot, at 425 litres, can 
carry almost 10% more. Like for like 
the saloon costs £550 more than the 
hatchback A3 - a bargain. 

For convenience the boot lid rises 
automatically as soon as it’s unlatched 
and, with folding rear seats, the cargo 
space rises to 880 litres. 

Leg space in the back is adequate 
rather than generous but headroom 
throughout is satisfactory for all but 
the tallest passenger. 

Making the transition from hatch 
to saloon has not simply been a case 
of sticking a boot on the back and the 
underpinnings of the car are entirely 
individual. 

On the road the A3 saloon is not only 
sure-footed but remarkably supple 
delivering a smooth but responsive 
drive. 

As for the S3, the driving experience 
is full on. This car leaves you with 
no doubt about its lively credentials.

Compared to the previous generation 
the engine has 40 horsepower more 
and it shows. 

From £32,120 for the three door it 
is priced to sell and with a six speed

Both vehicles deliver that combi¬ 
nation of build quality and grunt that 
has made this marque such a well 
respected brand.

Making sure 
you follow all 
planning rules 

Q My partner and I have 
recently purchased a 
beautiful Edwardian house 
that we intend to refurbish. 
However, when it comes to such 
works I am a complete novice. 

Do I need planning permission 
and if so, how do I go about 
getting it? 

A Period properties are a 
pure delight but when it 
comes to refurbishing or 
extending, it is extremely 
important you check whether 
the proposed works are classified 
as "permitted development" or 
require planning permission. 

It is also important you find 
out if the property is listed in any 
way as this could prevent some 
types of alteration. 

You should also determine 
whether it's in a conservation 
area. 



Period properties can be restricted 
in terms of development 


Permitted development 
usually covers things like loft 
conversions and extensions or 
additions to your house as long 
as they meet certain limits and 
conditions. 

With all building work, the 
owner of the property (or 
land) in question is ultimately 
responsible for complying with 
the relevant planning rules and 
building regulations. 

Failure to comply will result in 
the owner being liable for any 
remedial action, which could 
go as far as demolition and 
restoration. 

The general advice is always 
to discuss what you're doing 
with the relevant local planning 
authority and building control 
service. 

If your works need planning 
approval you will find most 
things are handled online. 

Go to planningportal.gov. 
uk - this site contains everything 
you need to get started and goes 
into great detail on all aspects 
of building work, planning and 
building control.
